Washington, March 15.—The demo- 
cratic free sugar bill passed the house 
today 198 to 103. It8S passage was help- 
ed by twenty-four republican votes, 
although this was offset by the defec- 
tion of seven democrats from Louis- 
iana and Coforado. At the last moment 
Representative Martin, one of the Col- 
orado members, blocked an attempt 
to fix plans for consideration of the 
excise tax bill, which through taxa- 
tion of incomes is expected to make up 
revenue lost by the free sugar meas- 
ure.

The bill went through as originally 
framed. A score of amendments were 
voted down as fast as they were put 
up. Representative Broussard, of 
Louisiana, submitted an amendment 
leaving the duty as it is fixed at pres- 
ent but abrogating the Cuban prefer- 
ential. 

The debate was marked by occasion- 
al flashes of extreme bitterness on 
both sides. Democratic members from 
sugar producing states accused their 
colleagues of working ruin to the su- 
gar industry, while republican pro- 
gressives seized the opportunity to 
give their tariff views, 

Among republicans who supported 
the bill was Sells, of Tennessee. 

The Louisiana and Colorado mem- 
bers, all democrats, voted against the 
measure. 

The sugar bill out of the way, the 
house tomorrow will take up the ex- 
cise measure, which provides a tax of 
one per cent on incomes of corpora- 
tions, firins or individuals which reach 
or exceed $5,000 a year. An under- 
standing on the procedure may be 
reached before the house conveneg to- 


morrow and the measure —— be push- 
ed to a vote by Monday night.

NAVIGATION COMPANY

At Ometepic, It Is Reported, 
a Band of Rebels Has Burn- 
ed Many Buildings and 
Killed a Number of  For- 
eign Residents and Towns- 
people. 


Mexico City, March 15,—Ambassador 
Wilson tonight received an appeal for 
protection for Americans in Tampico 
who are in danger of violence at the 
hands of a mob which has already 
attacked the offices of the Tampico 
Navigation Company. Circulars in- 
citing the people to an anti-foreign 
demonstration were distributed this 
morning, and during the afternoon a 
mob of rioters gathered and, accord- 
ing to the ambassador's report, has 
practically taken control of the town. 

The American colony at Tampico is 
numerous and is said to be fairly wel) 
provided with fire arms. [It is feared 
there may be serious disorders there, 

Advices received today at the em- 
bassy indicate a grave condition on 
the Pacific coast in the vicinity of 
Acapulco, Guerrero. Ometepec, on 
the coast, some distance south of 
Acapulco, is reported to have been 
sacked by a powerful band of rebels, 
who burned man buildingsand killed 
a number of foreign residents be- 
sides many of the townspeople. 

Ayuatia Threatened. 

Avuatla is threatened by a band 
said to number more than 1,000, It 
has a garrison of 200 whose loyalty 
to the government is doubted. The 
town of Ateyaquilo was.also sacked, 
according to the ambassador's infor- 
mation. 

A message received here tonight re- 
ports the sacking of the town of 
Zumpahuacan, , near Toluca and about 
50 miles from the capital, by revolu- 
tionists. The ctty hall and a number 
of private houses were robbed and 
burned.

Is Such That He May Live 
for Weeks, Effort to Secure 
Bail for the Prisoner Will 
Be Made—Jewelry Is Ex- 
changed. 


The coat of leopard skins, which 
Mrs, Daisy Grace made famous here 
and in Philadelphia, was taken last 
night with her other personal effects 
from the house of tragedy, 29 West 
Eleventh street, where it is charged 
she shot her husband two weeks ago. 

Her toilet articles ang some neces- 
sary clothing Were conveyed to Mrs. 
Grace's ward in the Tower by her at- 
torney, J. A. Branch, while the re- 
mainder of her handsome clothes, val- 
ued at many hundreds of dollars, were 
stored in a safe place. 

All of Mrs. Grace’s personal effects, 
in fact everything she owns except 
some table silver and like articles, 
have now been removed from the first 
home which she and her husbang had 
made. 

Had Only a Handbag. 

Ever sin¢® Mrs. Grace's arrest she 
has been but meagerly supplied with 
clothing. She had only a small] hand- 
bag, which she carried with her to 
Newnan on the fatal morning of Tues- 
day, March 5, when her husband was 
shot. This was given her after her 
incarceration in the Tower. 

Several days ago it was suggested 
that her possessions should be re- 
moved from her home. Why this was 
not done before is not Known. A con- 
sultation with Mr, Grace's 
secureg the necessary permission. 

Early Friday afternoon J. A. Branth, 
representing Mrs. Grace; Lamar Hill, 
for her husband, and Detectives Bul- 
lard and Doyal, who have had chargé 
of the case, proceeded to the house 
which was formerly the Grace home 
for the purpose of securing Mrs, 
Grace's effects 

Curious People Follow Them. 

Their visit there created a mild sen- 
sation and several curious persons 
followed them to the very door. They 
were not allowed to enter, the door 
was lockeq from the inside and the 
party proceeded upsiairs. 

The sleeping apartments once occtu- 
pled by Mrs: Grace and her husband 
were found exactly as on the day of 
the shooting. The only thing which 
had been removed is the blood-stained 
pillow, which is in the custody of the 
police and will be grim evidence 
in whatever trial results. The bed 
clothes still showed twisted where 
Grace had dragged himself across the 
bed to the telephone in an effert te 
summon assistance after he had been 
shot through the spinal cord and 
paralyzed. 

Mrs. Grace’s silver was taken from 
the bureau, her clothes were found 
in the various articles of furniture and 
several closets ang wardrobes, and al! 
these articles were gathereg together 
by Mr. Branch. The removal of them 
did not materially disturb the room,

Oklahoma Delegate Dies Sud- 
denly After Con- 


vention. 


Guthrie, Okla., March ° 15.—A__ solid 
Rooseyelt delegation of ten to the na- 
tional republican convention and the 
indorsement of preferential presiden- 
tial primary plan were the results of 
an all-night session here of the Okla- 
homa state republican convention.

Perry, an active Roosevelt sup- 
porter, Wino until two days ago was 
a candidate for national committee- 
man, The national committeemanship 
went to Georgé C. Priestly, of Bartles- 
Ville, Oklahoma, also a Roosevelt man. 

State Chairman James A. Harris, a 
Taft leader, although he failed to. win 
as national committeeman, retained his 
scat as state republican chairman, 

A move to reorganize the state com- 
mittee failed, notwithstanding strong 
majority of the Roosevelt supporters. 

At the very last moment the Taft 
delegates were active, a streak of in- 
surgency cropping up in. the closing 
hours in breaking the “slate” in the 
second and third districts. 

Here, tuo, the Roosevelt forces won, 
the men finally chosen being Roogevelt 
delegates. 

Charies Hunter, whose resignation 
from the office of,the federal clerk 
was requested on Wednesday by United 
States Judge John H. Cotteral. held 
the convention stage fora few minutes, 
declaring in very plain language that 
he was for Roosevelt and that if his 
advocacy of Roosevelt “cost him his 
job” he would sacrifice his position 
willingly.
